Aves Island is a located ae 


due west of Dominica 
(J7) and Guadalupe 
(FG) in the Caribbean 
Sea, about 600 km 
north of mainland Vene- 
zuela. The highest point 
on the island is only 2m 
above sea level. De- 
scriptions of the island’s 
size vary. My research 
for this article found an 
early reference at 580m 
by 150m. A more recent 
estimate is 150m by 
30m, lending credence 
to the notion that Aves 
is slowly disappearing 
into the sea. The birds 
on Isla de Aves (not to 
be confused with Las 
Aves Islands, YV5) are 
mostly seagulls and cormorants. The Atlantic Green 


Aves Island (Venezuela) 
YVa 


63° 36' 59" ¥¥ 15° 40'18" N 


Turtle (chelonia mydas) is another island resident. They 


nest by digging a hole at night for their eggs. Killed for 
their meat, skin and shells, they are considered endan- 
gered. 


The island was claimed by Venezuela in 1865. On Au- 
gust 23, 1972 it was declared a wildlife sanctuary. In 
1978 the Venezuelan Navy established a garrison at 
the Simon Bolivar Scientific-Military Base. Aves is not 
without politics. Dominica has a claim to the island and 
the Venezuelan government has established a contro- 
versial economic zone around it. 


Aves is of course a separate DXCC entity. For lOTA it’s

vated in 1956 as YVOAA. While sailing the YASME 
Il, DX pioneer Danny Weil (SK), VP2VB, stopped on 
Aves in 1958 for the second ever activation of this 
isolated spot. Here’s what the first YV@AA card looks 
like: 


As a nature reserve, any stay on the island requires a 
special permit from the Venezuelan Military authori- 
ties who work only with the YV radio clubs. Venezue- 
lan law specifically states that amateur licenses for 
Aves can be issued only to YV hams. Since 1956, 
two major clubs from YV have been alternating as 
sponsors while operating from Aves Island. They are 
the Radio Club Venezolano (RCV) and the Asocia- 
cion de Radioaficionados de Venezuela (ARV). 


All of the fifteen Aves operations to date are Steve’s 
Corner 

shown on the list. I’ve checked with the DXCC desk. 
The good news is that all of these operations count 
except for the two from YV8AL/@ by a non-YV ama- 
teur.
